Their 
designations were simpiy convenient terms 
which had been invented to cover certain 
crimes. Insanity,“ said the witness, is 
never transmitted any more than cancer.“

T take it 
for granted however that if Congress will 
take hold of the question with a 
view to its peacabie but effective 
solution that it will pass Mr. Willet's (Mich- 
gan) bill, providing for the establishment 
of a legislative couneil for the territory in 
lieu of the present legislative assembly of 
the territory which is paid for by 
the United States and which 1s composed en- 
tirely of Mormons and Polygamists, while 
the legislative council provided for in 
Willett’s bill will have its{members appointed 
by the President, with the approval of the 
Senate. My whole purpose in following the 
course which I am doing is to secure for 
Utah and her people the enjoyment in the 
highest sense of all the privileges of Ameri- 
can citizenship.’

To say that the political pot on Change is 
seething to-day hardly conveys an idea of 
the intensity with which the canvasses of 
Mr. Jackson and Mr. Slayback are being con- 
ducted.

The Exchange members 
are hardly to be bought like so many sheep, 
and this story has rather recoiled on its orig- 
inators, as it was anytbing but gomplimen- 
tary to the average member. gain it was 
said that Jackson had hired fifty outside men 
at five dollars a day, but any man who would 
work that cheap would bave very littie 
influence on the Exchange.

It was 
argued thatthe power of the President to 
order an army court-martial is not inherent 
in him as Commander-in-Chief, but is con- 


ferred solely by statutory authority contain- 
ed in the seventy-second Article of War, 
which reads as follows: 

Any general officer commanding an army 
of the United States, a separate army or 
a separate department shail be competent to 
appoint a general court-martial either in 


time of peace or in time of ‘war. But 
when any such commander is accus- 
or or prosecutor of any officers 


under his command the’court shall be ap- 
pointed by the President and its proceedings 
and sentence shall be sent directly tothe 
Secretary of War, by whom they shall be 
laid before the President for his approval or 
orders in the case. This article 
it is contended confers no power 
upon the President to convene an army 
court martial except in the contingency 
specified. The question will probably be 
referred to the Attorney General for his 
opinion. The view above indicated is ap- 
parently strengthened by the fact that Con- 
gress some vears ago expressly authorized 
the President to convene court martials in 
navy cases without restriction. 


A Big Job. 

NEW YORK, January 3.—A committee ap- 
pointed by Secretary Folger, assisted by 
thirteen gentlemen from the Treasury De- 
partment, began this morning to count the 
money in the United States Sub-Treasury, 
preparatary to action of the newly appointed 
Treasurer taking possession of the oflice. 
The committee will have to count about 800 


tons of silver,amounting to about $26,000,000, 
of which $16,000,000 is in silver dollars and 
the rest in subsidiary coin; $57,000,000 in gold 
and $5,000,000 in U. S. notes and silver certi- 
ficates.

THE APPELLATE COURT. 


The Bench Resumes Sittings and Ren- 
ders a Batch of Decisions. 


The Court of Appeals met this morning 
after the holiday recess, Judges Blackwell 
and Thompson on the bench. Judge Lewis 
is still absent, recuperating at Eureka 
Springs. The court banded down the fol- 


lowing decisions and then commenced 
to call cases again: Franklin 
vs. Wardwell Manufacturing Com- 
pany, judgment reversed and cause dismiss- 


ed; Jounson vs. Gawtry, judgment aflirmed ; 


Kerr vs. Simmons et al., judgment,aflirmed; 
S ate ex rel. Circuit Attorney vs. McCann, 
Justice of the Peace, judgment affirmed; 
Stute Savings Association vs. Boat- 
men’s Saving Bank, application to 
approve writ of error toSupreme Court of 
the United States denied. The court will 
continue to sit on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of each week from 10:30 a. m. to 
12:30 p. m. and from 2 p. m. till 4 p. m., for 
heul ing the argument of cases. 
FEDERAL JURISDICTION, 

In denying a writ of error to tue Supreme 
Court of the Unitea States in the case of the 
State Savings Association sgainst the Boat- 
men’s Saving Bank the Appellate Court to- 
day bolds that no appel lies to the Supreme 
Court of the United States against a bank for 
not paying a depositor’s check because 
afterwards the depositor is adjudged a 
bankrupt, and a question may possibly arise 
in the Bankrupt Court as to the disposition 
of the fund against which the check was 
drawn. The United States Supreme Court 
will not review the decision of a State 
court against aright or title under a statute 
of the United States unless said statute is 
specially set up by the party him- 
self and not for a tbird person 
under whom he does not claim. 

JUSTICE M’CANN’S SEAT. 

The appeliate court has aflirmed to-day 
the decision of Judge Lindley, a judgment 
of ouster in the case of the State ex rel. 
Circuit Attorney against Patrick J. McCann, 
Justice of the Peaceinthe Fifth District. 
The facts in this controversy were as 
follows: Jus ice McCann was elected 
in November, 1880, and after qualifying for 
office, M. S. Muilery, who had filled the va- 
cancy in the district occasioned by the death 
of Vincent Muilery, turned over to the new- 
ly-elected Justice all the books and papers 
of the office. Subsequently Mr. Mulleryin- 
spired the proceeding before Judge 
Lindley, which attacked the jur- 
isdiction or autbority of MeCann 
to hold office on the ground that there should 
have been no election in 1880. Judge Lindley 
held that the election at thattime was not 
provided for bylaw. The app hate court 
affirms that ruling, but when Judge Lind- 
ley’s writ of ouster issued a stay of execu- 
tion was precured pending appeal to the 
higher court, and soon after Mayor Ewing 
assumed the executive chair Patrick Me- 
Cann was appointed by him to fill the va- 
cancyin the district. It was shown tothe 
Mayor that M.J. Mullery was serving Jus- 
tice Monoban as clerk and that McCann bad 
received his certificate of election upon the 


voting return of the general election. Jus- 
tice McCann has continued to 
exercise the duties of the 


oftice and to-day will move for a stay of exe- 
cution in the appellate court, pending an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, where he pro- 
poses finally to dispose of the question in- 
volving the validity of his election.

American schooner Pannonia, which has 
ly returned from a cruise among the 
re islands and Fiji, and obtained the fol- 
lowing information: The man Kabu 
came to Taputeonea in the Hawalian 
Government schooner Storm Bird about two 
years ago. He succeeded in converting a 
number of the natives, in fact,a large ma- 
jority of them. As recompense for his evan- 
gelical labors he received quantities of 
copra (dried cocoanut). pearl and tur- 
tle shells, which he sold to the trading 
schooners, belonging to Sidney, which cruise 
in the South seas. In March last his de- 
mands became so exorbitant and oppressive 
that the people living on the south side of 
the Isiand refused to meet the calls. Kebu, 
the missionary and God-fearing Kanaka, 
armed bis followers with guns, clubs and 
spears, and attacked the perverts. 

Tue horrible atrocities that followed were 
related by a survivor to some white men who 
live ou one of the islands to the north of the 
group. All theoldinstincts of cannibalism 
were aroused in these fiends. The women 
were outraged and the bodies, with those of 
young children, were eaten. After 
the cravings of these inhuman 
wretches had been satiated the bodies were 
piled up in a house and the ghastly funeral 
pyre was fired by the hand of the miscreant 

abu. When the British schooner Elizabeth 
was at theisland the decomposing remains 
were still visib'e,Jemitting a horrible stench. 
In July the Storm Bird again visited the Gil- 
bert group, and carried Kabu to Honolulu, 
presumably to report on his conduct. 

e investigation, however, was never 
made public. Kabu returned to Taputeonea 
by the Storm Bird invested with the office of 
a Bishop. He still resides on the island, car- 
rying on trade and converting the heathen. 

The missionaries on tbe various islands in 

the Pacific ali engage in trading, the converts 
bringing them copra, shells and other pro- 
ducts, which sre bought by the traders. 
There is a group of islands known as 
the Solomon, the inhabitants of which 
are extremely ferocious and still retain 
their man-eating habits. Upon this group 
no missionaries land. These natives in June 
last murdered a lieutenant and a boat’s 
crew belonging to the British war schooner 
Sandfly. Some time afterwards the war ship 
Beagle came from Australia and shelled 
their villages, put did not capture the mur- 
derere. 

The chief officer of the Pannonia told the 
Chronicie representative that on the Gilbert 

oup there are two islands having kings, 

ut the other islands have independent 
taiefs. The Storm Bird used tocruise around 
this group and kidnap the natives, but 
they have become too smart to listen to 
the enticements held out by = emis- 
saries of King Kalakaua. Theres now on 
board the Pannonia a native of the Ocean 
Land who was working on the Fiji group. 
The Pannonia was chartered by the British 
authorities at Suva, Fiji, tocarry to their 


homes those natives whose term 
of contract had expired. Among those 
people was the Ocean Islander. Upon arri- 


Vai ut his home he found that his wife had 
been kidnapped to the sandwich Islands,and 
he, therefore, determined to remain on board 
the Pannonia and serve as cabin boy. 

Pannonia has also visited the Caroline 
Islands. At Ponape,’ the chief officer says, 
„may be seen a congregation of old sailors of 
every nationality,’’ who have deserted 
their ships. The island is ex- 
tremely productive, vegetables of 
eve description growing without 
any labor being requisite. Every Jack has 
his Jill, and the life they lead is so indolent 
that the island has  acquirea the 
name of Beachcombers’ Paradise. When the 
Paunonia was chartered at Fiji, the British 
Gov: rnment placed an agent on board to es- 
cort the peovie to the:r tomes, 

Thi-§ eentl man. HH. Russell, arrived in 
Ban Francisco »n the Vessei, and an inter- 
view was sought for, which elicit-d the fol- 
lowing accvuut: 

“We left Suva, the capital of the Fiji 
Islands, onthe 10th of August last, bound 
to the Gilbert group with the contract-ex- 
pired laborers on board. I have heard from 
Various sources an account of the horrible 
massacre that took place during the past 
year, but can only say that the details are 
perfectiy disgusting in their atrocity.”’

Mr. Corcoran’s Birthday. 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

The most notable social event of this week 
has been the informal celebration of Mr. W. 
W. Corcoran's birthday, the 27th, when he 
attained the ripe age of eighty-three. As 
has been his custom annually for several 
years, he spent the evening at the Louise 
Home, the memorial institution he founded 
over ten years agoin honor of his wife and 
daughter, neither of whom iived to be thirty 


years old. His wife was scarce 
twenty-one when she died, leav- 
ing a baby girl, the only issue of 


the marriage. Mr. Corcoran has been a 
widower fully sixty years, and many believe 
has never sought to change his condition in 
that respect. His daughter, Mrs. Eustis, who 
died about fourteen years ago, left three 
children, two boys and a girl. who have since 
lived with their grandfather. The eldest 
boy bears his grandfather’s name, and is, I 
understand, to drop that of Eustis as a sur- 
name andto be William Eustis Corcoran, 
though he is not to receive a larger propor- 
tion of the vast estate than his brother and 
sister. 

So many of his intimate friends having 
died within a year, among them his former 
partner, Mr. Geo. Riggs, it was Mr. Corcor- 
an’s desire not to celebrate his birthday this 
year, although hisown health, mental and. 
physical, seems perfect. His friends, how- 
ever, and especially Mrs. Ogle Tayloe, the 
president of the Board of Lady Visitors of 
the Home, insisted that ‘*founder’s day“ 
must always be the fete day of the institu- 
tion, even after Mr. Corcoran’s own death, 
sohe yielded to their wishes, ordered a 
bountiful supper for the occasion, 
issued no formal invitations, and went to 
the home Tuesday evening to re- 
ceive his guests. There are several reception 
rooms and a spacious central dining-hall on 
the first floor, and all were filled with guests, 
among whom, as usual, all shades of politics 
and every section of the country, as well as 
ailages, were represented. Many ladies, to 
do special honor to the occasion, were very 
richly dressed. The scene was a beautiful 
one, forthe architecture of the building is 
very picturesque, and its stairways, and the 
three tiers of galleries surrounding the 
central hall were festooned with evergreens.

From the New York Times. 


The reader would no doubt be glad to 
know something as to the average nizhtly 
„business“ done by theatrical companies on 
the road. It would be impossible, however, 
to reach an average. Operatic troupes and 
great foreign artists will attract two to three- 
thousand-dollar audiences in places of me- 
dium size, but the receipts of the most pop- 
ular actors and actresses, malgre the assur- 
ances of managers or agents, are far below 
these figures. During Miss Neilson’s last 
tour through this country the average re- 
ceipts were close upon $1,000 a night, and 
they left a handsome profit. Mme. Mod- 
jeska’s last tour was considered remunera- 
tive, and the nightly returns averaged only 


$600. The statements that Mr. Brown, the 
famous actor, drew $10,000 in one week 
in Chicago; that Miss Jones — 


America's own tragedienne“— bought a 
twelve thousand- dollar necklace out of a 
fortnight’s share in St. Louis, and that Miss 
Robinson—who was born all along the Pan 
Handle route, and consequentiy has a claim 
upon atleast a hundred Western towns— 
warbled the dilettanti of St. Louis out of 
$15,000 in six nighis and a matinee, must be 
taken, not merely with a grain, but with 
several bushels, of salt. A great deal of 
money is made by players and companies 
whose gross receipts average $3,000 a week 
and some contrive to exist upon their share 
of much smaller amounts. 
to add that the holiday and Lenten seasons 
are accounted the worst period of the year, 
althought it is almost invariably the case that 
good performances draw well at all times 
and everywhere, while ill-organizedand ili- 
mana d attractions, and also, sad to say, 
too “high- toned” entertainments, have lit- 
tle or no chance of surviving the first three 
months of the fall and winter campaign.

THE horrible calamnity in the small Ohio | 
town, Shaneville, on New Year’s Eve, shouid | 
set people to thinking about the character 
of the halls in which public gatherings are 
held in cross-road towns. In this instance 
three hundred people bad gathered in the 
second story of a building occupied as a 
store to attend afair. The floor gave way 
and taey were ali tumbled into the room be- 
low. A bot stove and a lot of coal oil lamps 
finished the business. One report says that 
fully one hundred men, women and children 
were crushed and burned te death. This is 
a style of accident quite common in this 
country. It is customary in all small towns 
to have a hall for public meetings, shows, 
balls, ete. It is generally stuck at the top 
of a frame building put together in the 
most flimsy manner. There are no building 
inspectors to look after these death traps and 
people are permitted to crowd them beyond 
their capacity whenever occasion requires. 
All things considered, it is a wonder we do not 
have fifty accidents, such as that reported 
from Ohio, every year. It would be an easy 
matter for village Councils to establish a sys- 
tem of building inspection such as we have 
in the large cities and it is criminal negiect if 
they fail in this regard.

THE futility of attempting to predict the 
recurrence of accidents, is tolerably well in- 
dicated by the figures of the closing year. 
One of the theories upon which the aecident 
curve is based is that events happenin ac- 
cordance with partiv understood laws. 
Given 605 suicides in 1881, and an increase of 
two per cent in population, there should be 
617 suicides in 1882; but imagine a failure of 
the grain crops, a financial panic, an epi- 
demic, or unusual disturbances of the cli- 
mate, and the total might run up to a thou- 
sand very easily. The lesson of the year is 
that nearly five times as many people killed 
themselves for melancholy as for financial 
losses. Domestic infelicity laid out two and 
ahalf timesas many as did disappointed 
love. There were eight suicides for shame, 
and seventy-six for liquor. Going into the 
region of other crimes we find that during 
the vear just passed there were fourteen fra- 
tricides, which may be paired: with twenty- 
eight suicides caused by ili-health. Does it 
follow then that there is twice as much 
chance of one’s killing one’s self for ill health 
as there is of one’s being killed by one’s 
brother? And supposing one has no brother? 
The romance of statistics has much more ro- 
mance than reality about it. 

BEFORE the beginning of history the Cel- 
tic family wandered from Central Asia to 
the westernmost parts of Europe.

Important Recommendations for Future 
Action. . 


At noon to-day President McEnnis called 
the Exchange together and read the follow- 
ing report for the year 1881, the recitation of 
which was occasionally interrupted by tap - 
plause: 


PRESIDENI’S REPORT. 
Sr. Louis, January 2, 1881. 
To the Members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change: 

GENTLEMEN—We have passed through 
most remarkable year in the bistory of our 
association. The growth of certain branches 
of trade, the extraordinary increase in our 
membership, the large reserve fund we have 
accumulated, the vital question of grades of 
grain, the improvemeat of our rivers, the 
vexed question of cheap transportation, the 
attendance on Congress, State Legislatures 
and conventions, have been subjects requir- 
ing prompt. energetic action on the part of 
your board, and we hope our actions have 

een wise and have met your approval. 

The accompanying statement of your sec- 
retary and treasurer presents a very gratify- 
ing exhibit of the financial affairs of our- as- 
sociation. After meeting all obligations we 
have been able to place tothe credit of the 
reserve fund, out of the receipts of the year, 
$220,000 of United States registered bonds, 
and have a considerable cash balance on 
hand; also, $6,000 in bonds of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce Association. : 

At a meeting of your Board held enthe 15th 
of December, the assessment to be paid by 
each member for the year 1882 was fixed at 
twenty dollars. 
more than meet the expenses ofthe year, but 
the surplus will go into the reserve fund. 

Having suggested the rule recentiy adopted 
by you in reference to the reserve fand, we 
most respectfully recommend that it be 
guarded with extreme care, and so managed 
thatit shall be increased by yearly assess- 
ments large enough to add something annu- 
ally thereto in addition to the natural increase 
by interest, and that no appropriations be 
made from said fund until the amount accu- 
mulated be large enough to accomplish the 
wishes ofthe Exchange without incurring 
any debtor obligation that might place us at 
the mercy of creditors. 

According to the present rules, the initia- 
tion fee until January Ist, 1883, is fixed at 
$500, and after that date at $1,000. Your 
board doubts the wisdom of making any 
change either by increasing the intiation fee 
or making any rule that would deprive any 
good merchant or business man of the 
privilege of becoming a member ofthis Ex- 
chai ge. 

The several departments under the control 


of the Exchange have worked well 
and to the entire satisfac 
tion of vour board. The immense 


increase in business on the Exchange,coupled 
with the addition of two thousand members, 
increased tge amount of labor in the office to 
such an extent that your Board found it nec- 
essary to employ an additional clerk. The 
work, especiaily after July 1, was so great 
that the employes were taxed to the utmost 
to keep up with the daily business, 

For this reason we recommended that the 
margins account should be placed in the 
hands of responsible banks, leaving the Sec- 
retury free to attend to the regular duties of 
his office, which are ample enough to occupy 
all his time. In this connection, your board 
wish to . on record their acknowledg- 
ments to Mr. Geo. H. Morgan. your secreta- 
ay, for the valuable assistance given them 
in thelr arduous, duties as well as to his 
corps of able assistants, who have faithfully 
fulfilled their various duties, and we com- 
mend them to our successors. The door- 
keeper’s duties, owing to the large member- 
ship, are arduous, and we | recommend 
to our successors toincrease the compen- 
sation for his services. f 

Your Board have been called upon on sev- 
eral occasions to grant the use of your grand 
hall for various purposes, and, the precedent 
having been established, did not feel at lib- 
erty to refuse when the object for which it 
was wanted was commendable. But we think 
the time bas arrived when it should be un- 
derstood that the Exchange room is not a 
pubdiic hall, and that its use should only be 
given upon extraordinary occasions and when 
the commercial interests of the city are tor be 
benefited thereby. We recommend that a 
vote be taken at an early day defining under 
what circumstances the hall may be used for 
other than Hxechaoge purposes, 

GRAIN INSPECTION. 

The Board of Grain Laspectors have had a 
difficult task to perform the past F na owing. 
to the character ofthe crops. hey have, 
however, done well, and we ask for them the 
hearty-support of the trade. If all unite in 
giving tone and character to the grain in- 
spections of our city, it will add millions of 
businesstoour Exchange. Inthis connec- 
tion your board wishes to note the generous, 
maniy acquiescence of the grain operators 
who dissented from their decisions last.

Northern Sugar Growing From 
Practical Standpoints.

Annual Convention of the Mississippi 
Valley Cane-Growers’ Association. 


The convention of the Mississipp! Valley 
Cane Growers’ Association promises to be 
the most notable ever held, and some of the 
results from far-off localities, as will be re- 
ported upon during the convention, will be 
simply remarkable and will open public and 
mercantile eyes to the growing importance 
of the indusiry. 

President Hedges,the father of the industry, 
was early on hand at the Laclede this morn- 
ing, and his patriarchal form towered above 
the others as he moved about making the 
delegates welcome and taking steps for the 
organization of the convention. At Parlor 
Ca reception-room was established and a 
regis opened, a payment of $1 being re- 
quired for membership, upon the payment 
of which the members were decorated with 
the insignia of the association, a plain blue 
ribbon with a sorghum plant in black and 
the name of the association in letters of 


the same color. The regular secretary 
and treasurer being absent, Mr. C. Bogarth, 
of Cedar Falls, lowa, was appointed secre- 
tary and treasurer pro tem. The gathering 
is growing in number every hour and repre- 
sents a substantial, practical and progressive 
class of farmers with a sprinkling of cane 
mill manufacturers from various localities. 

At 10:45 an adjournment was made tothe 
Polytechnic Institute, where the delibera- 
tions of the convention will be carried on, 
the enroliment to that time having been as 
follows:

At the Polytechnic Hall, considerable time 
was consumed by the members circulating 
and making themselves acquained. The 
large table generaily used by the members 
of the press was covered with sampies of 
syrups and sugars, and these varied in point 
of quality from a dark Shade to an almost 
whte and perfectly pure sugar. Col. 
Colman was early on hand and aided Mr. 
Hedg:c importanly in receiving the visitors. 
Amongst the most important of the arrivals 
was that of Prof. Bishop, the State statisti- 
cian of New Jersey, whose statement will be 
a most important and interesting one. In 
this connection it might be noted 
that thestreich of area represented in 
this gathering is very remarkabie. Not only 
are the Eust, West and North amply repre- 
sented, but the delegation from Louisiana 
alluded to yesterday. 

PROF. BISHOP 
favored the reporter with some of the re- 
sults of the work donein New Jersey, and 
his statements are not only remarkable, but 
throw anew light upon what is being done in 
that State in the cultivation of Northern 
cane. Upto the present time the showing of 
the Faribault, Ia., works, a production of 
36,000 pounds of sugar, marketable at nine 
cents, has been considered a remarkable 


made. 

Prof. Bishop says: The fact *is the turn- 
ing-point in this matter, as far as we have 
been concerned, has been reached. Messrs. 
H Ilgerth Brothers, of Philadeiphia, have es- 
tabished w rksin Cape May county at an 
expense of $65,000, and althongbjthey are re- 
ticent and unwilling to epeak about their af- 
fuirs, the proof is patent of their commercial 
success from the fact that they are largely 
increasiv their works and are in- 
vesting largely in additional property 
for the cultivation of the early amber and 
early orange species. The bounty bill had 
much to do witb stimuiating this industry. 
The State government ea:ly recognized the 
importance of the cultivation of Northern 
cane. and hence the passage of the bill.“ 

„What are the results of Messrs. Hil- 
gerth’s operations.” 

“They are turning out 15,000 pounds of 
sugaraday. This is of an excellent quality 
and wholesales for 8& cents,the proportion of 
juice remaining in the sugar being very 
trifling. Itis aremarkable fact that under 
full head they crush ten tons of their own 
grown cane per hour, or nearly 200 tons per 
day. It is a remarkable matter to see a New 
Jersey miil making such a quantity of home 
grown sugar in forty-eight hours, which is 
the time required to convert the cane into 
sugar. This sugar goes directto the trade, 
and perhaps retails for 9 or 10 cents. It is 


a -:perfeciiy pure sugar, without 
a suspicion of adulteration, and 
has no more of the molasses 


flavor than ts observable in Louisiana and 
Cuba sugars of the same grade.“ 

„ou will soon be admitted back into the 
Union if you keep on at that rate,“ replied 
ihe reporter; “but what species of sorghum 
do you find the most productive and satis- 
factory?’ 

In our climate, the early amber; next to 
that, the early orange, which has been, I 
hear, more satisfactory in other sec- 
tions.’ 

Prof. Bishop gave some other very inter- 
esting statistics. The opening of his sam-; 
ples will be a matter of great interest. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

Mr. Hedges cailed the meeting to order at 
11:15, and proceeded to state the status of 
the association, explaining the few repre- 
sentatives in St. Louis of the industry, and, 
therefore asked the indulgence of the dele- 
gates for any seeming inattention. Mr. 
Hedges expressed his great gratification at 
the nature of the gathering, and said that, 
notwithstanding bis sanguine hopes in the 
realization of the floal success of the indus- 
try, no one vould have been more surprised 
than was he himself over the growing inter-

Mr. Hedges then read a lengthy communi- 
cation touching in a general way upon the 
increased facilities inaugurated all over the 
North, besides the increase of sugar mille; 
also upon the identity of interests between 
the North and South in the cultivation of 
this staple, and alluded to tbe 
generosity of the Southern growers in com- 
ing forward so eraciously and giving Northern 

rowers the benefits of their struggle of 

orty-five years in the propagation of sugar 
cane and their experience in the long battle 
under decided discouragements. The Amer- 
ican cultivation should result in the saving to 
the country ofan enormous amount of money 
annually. Mr. Hedges then alluded to the 
discouragements arising from the opposition 
created by the manufacture of glucose 
and grape sugar. Mr. Hedges then read 
extracts from several papers and from the 
Louisiana Sugar Bowl, touching upon the 
dangers of using glucose syrups and adulter- 


ated sugar products generally, quoting the 
2 of sulppurie acid and other in- 
urious elements which enter into these sub- 


Stances; also alludingto the frequent poi- 
soning of families by the use of these deli- 
terious mixtures, whose appearance and 
taste are pleasantly deceitful, and put before 
the defrauded public under the names 
of “silver drip“ and ether drips. Mr. Hedges 
quoted the case ofafriend whose children 
had been consuming these articles, They 
became unaccountably peevish and ill-natur- 
ed and finally seemed tobe losing in health. 
Mr. Hedges investigated the case and a 
change was made for absolutely pure syrups 
with an immediate re:-ult. The children 
became robust, healthy and recovered their 
natural good spirits and perfect health. Sev- 
eral communications were read from a num- 
ber of farmers and producers upon the ben- 
efits of the use of sorghum syrup and the 
seed and plant for fodder, these being of 
course of a most encouraging nature. 

On motion of Col. N. J. Colman, a com- 
mittee of threeson order of business was 
appointed. Col. Colman, Dr. Bishop and 

r. Boyarth were appointed. 

While the committee was in consultation 
the Secretary of the Louisiana Cane Grow- 
ers’ Association was called upon and he 
stated that the delegation had come to St. 
Louis with the best motives and the heart- 
jest good spirit and willing to contribute 
the result of their long experience in sugar 
growing for the benefit of growers. 
The experiments thus farin Lousiana had 
resulted in a product which justified a yield 
of 500 pounds of sugar to the acre; of South- 
ern cane 1,000 pounds peracre. The easy 
culiivation of sorgo and its vaiue as fodder 
was considered, a 

Mr. Nicol, of the Louisiana Association, 
was then called upon to read a 
long paper onthe result of experiments in 
sugar lands in Louisiana with Northern cane. 

After the reading of Mr. Nicoll's paper a 
discussion ensued regarding the planting of 
sorghum seed, and after this the convention 
adjourned until 20’cluck, During the after- 
noon session several interesting papers are 
to be read and some experiments will be 
made witb various syrups and sugars.

Telegraph Company’s Victory. 
Judge Thayer rendereda decision in the 
case of F. O. Day against the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph Company, dissolving the in- 
junction and dismissing the bill, Mr. Day 
is a property-owner at the south-east cor- 
ner of Second and Chestnut streets, and 


he obtained a temporary § injunction 
sgainst the new Telegraph Company re- 
straining them from placing a pole within 
the limits of the sidewalk in front of his 
premises. The obstruction feature was 
raised in this controversy, but the court 
hulds that the statute under which the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Company asserts its 
rigot to erect a pole is valid. The 
Legislature bas power to authorize telegraph 
sompanies to erect poiesin the public streets 
without the consent of abutting property- 
owners. The action of the city authorities in 
approving the location of the pole in ques- 
tion preciudes the court from further in- 
guiry as to whether the public will be incom- 
moded or otherwise.

Little Mollie Maloney, whose tearful face 
has for a long time been famillar to promen- 
aders on Fourth street and other fashionable 
thoroughfares as a solicitor of subscrptions 
foraprivate charity fund, designed to save 
her sick mother and baby sisters and broth- 
ers from starvation during Christmas week, 
elaborated a novel and successful system of 
doing business.

dollar claim of the Columbia; $100,000 on ac- 
count of death losses and endowment policies 
matured before the dissolution, and $1,800,- 
000 in favor of 7,300 claimants by reason of 
the surrender value of their respective pol - 
ices »hich were in force at the time of dis- 


solution. After paying the expenses of ad- 
ministerin the trust accrued to 
date an the death losses and 


matured endowments, and after distributing 
$100,000, the ‘‘special security deposit’? 
fund, among all policy claimants, the super- 
intendent hason hand, not forgetting the 
proceeds ot sale of real estate and other 
property upon which the Columbia claims a 
statutory and equitable lien, abont $300,000. 
Judge Adams reaches the conclusion that the 
dual relation of the policy-holders to 
the Life Association is established 
one of membership to the extent of a limited 

articipation in the profits, with an express 
mmunity from liability for losses, and the 
other of contracting party with the associa- 
tion—in a word, a member and a creditor.
